Take care: Look out for hedgehogs before lighting bonfires. 


Bonfire night can mean misery for animals who are frightened by the bangs and 
flashes of fireworks. But you can help to make it less stressful for your pets. Always 
keep your pets indoors when fireworks are going off. Remember to shut all 
windows and doors. Turning up the television or radio will help to drown out the 
noise. If you contact your vet before bonfire night, he or she may provide a 
sedative to calm your dog down if it is particularly upset by fireworks. 

If you are having a bonfire in your garden, always check the bonfire pile 
immediately before lighting it. A hedgehog could be sleeping inside. And don't 
forget to warn neighbours and local farmers, so they take care of their animals too.

Yolanda Brooks 
reports... 


athy Dennis has two big 
passions in life - music and 


animals. When she’s not touring 
the world or recording new songs 
she can be found giving all her 
attention to her two Labradors 
Charlie and Joe. “I’ve always loved 
animals and when | was growing 
up we always had pets around the 
house. We kept a dog from when 
I was five until I was 17. 


Top dog 

hen Cathy left home it 

wasn't long before she was 
looking after pets of her own: “I 
took a dog on about three years 
ago when | was 20. | always said | 
would have a boxer because | 
grew up with one but when | got 
a Labrador, | just fell in love with 
it. He was black and called 
Sammy. Unfortunately he 
contracted a rare cancer and 
died last year which was really 
awful,” she says. 

Cathy soon decided that 
she couldn't live without a pet 
and now she takes care of Charlie 
and Joe. They have got the most 
amazing temperaments and they 
are very gentle. | have never seen 
one ounce of aggression in them,” 
says Cathy. 

Because she spends so much 
time away from home, Cathy has 
to make sure that Charlie and Joe 
are well cared for. “Il am very 
fortunate because | can afford to 
get people to walk the dogs. 
When | go away they are never 
put in kennels. Either a member of 


my family or a friend looks 
after them.” 

But when Cathy is at home, 
Charlie and Joe are the centre of 
attention. "| don't have a 
boyfriend, so my dogs come first. 
They get all my love.” 


Pets for life 
athy has some good advice 
for Animal World readers 
who are thinking of getting a pet 
of their own. “The most important 


thing to remember is that you 
cannot just have a pet for a short * 
amount of time. The life 
expectancy for a cat or dog is at 
least 12 to 15 years. So you have 
to ask yourself if you are 
committed to that animal for that 
amount of time. If the answer is 
no, then you shouldn't get one 
because it's not fair on the 
animals." 
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But Cathy doesn't just care 
about pet:animals. "| was brought 
up in Norwich and I lived close to 
the countryside. If | wasn’t with 
my pets, | would go out looking at 
farm animals and horses.” 

She also cares about the 
protection of wild animals. “I have 
an uncle who is a wildlife 
photographer and when | see how 
amazing wild animals are | find it 
hard to understand how anyone 
can take them for granted. | went 
to Florida recently and | ‘adopted’ 
a dolphin. They are just amazing 
animals. It is really sad to think 
that there are still areas in the 
world where dolphins are trapped 
in nets used to catch tuna. | think 
a lot of people don’t realise that 
this is still going on.” 

Cathy believes that getting the 
animal welfare message across is a 
good way to stop these things 
happening in the future. “I think it 
is great for young people to be 


aware of animals that they are not _ 


going to see in everyday life. It will 
make them realise that they have 
needs as well.” 

Cathy's love of wildlife makes 
her very angry about blood sports. 
“One of the things that really gets 
me going is hunting for sport. It is 
so unnecessary and it is just 
satisfying to people with sick 
minds. | just don’t understand it at 
аі.” 


Cruelty concern 
he also has some strong 
views on other areas of 
cruelty to animals. "Animals can 






be so loyal and trusting and І just 
don't know how anyone can take 
them for granted or abuse them. 
It makes me very angry that 
people have animals that they are 
not really prepared to care for. 

"| hate all cruelty to animals and 
it is not a light subject for me. If | 
meet someone who doesn’t agree 
with me, then I can really be quite 
aggressive," she says. 


Actors for animals 

athy has recently filmed an 
C episode of Beverly Hills 
90210 and she met a couple of 
very famous animal lovers on the 
set. "| discovered that Jason 
Priestly is a big dog lover. And I 
believe that Luke Perry has a pet 
pig which | find a bit bizarre. 
Working on 90210 was really 
glamorous but it was also a lot of 
fun because | like meeting other 
people with a big interest in 
animals.” 





Cathy is a big supporter of the 
RSPCA and she gets mail packs 
which keep her informed about 
animal welfare. “I have a big 
passion for animals and if there is 
something | feel | can do then | 
will always try to help.” 

Although Cathy is really keen 
on animals, she does not think she 
would be able to work closely 
with them. “I am the sort of 
person who has to do something. 
But | am not sure | would be able 
to work in an animal home. | get 
really upset just thinking about the 
way some of the animals have 
been treated and | really admire 
the people that are able to do that 
sort of work,” she says. 

Cathy is planning to tour Britain 
later this year. So keep an eye out 
because she could be performing 
in a town near you. 
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Cats and dogs with cut mouths and 
tongues, hedgehogs - their tiny legs 
and bodies badly injured by drinks can 
holders - are just some of the victims 
of dangerous rubbish which are 
brought into the RSPCA every year.

CANNING IT 
First, always try to recycle cans. 
It's much better to do this rather 
than throwing them in the bin. 
Check with your local authority 
about recycling facilities for 
steel and aluminium cans. You 
can sort for recycling with a 
magnet. It's easy! Steel is 
magnetic; aluminium isn't. 

But if you really can't 
recycle, try to make your 
used cans safe for animals. 
Can lids have sharp edges 
which may injure the animals | 
which come into contact 
with them as they search for 
food. You can easily make 
cans much safer by 
removing the lid completely 
and dropping it to the can's bottom.

SPANA (the Society for the 
Protection of Animals 
Abroad) is one of the dozens 
of animal welfare charities 
which gets donations from 


the RSPCA's Overseas Fund. 


Yolanda Brooks of Animal 
World visited SPANA in 
Morocco to see their work at 
first hand. 


Imagine being able to learn about the 
environment in a nature reserve 
populated with wild flamingos, 
tortoises and rare birds of prey. Well, 
thanks to the British-based charity 
SPANA, young people in Morocco are 
doing just that. 


Sidi Bou Rhaba is a 
652-hectare reserve 
near the Moroccan 
capital of Rabat. It 
offers a unique 
opportunity for 
young people in 
Morocco to learn 
about conservation 
and animal welfare in 
their country. 

Abdeslam Bouchafra is 
the David Bellamy of Morocco. 
He can be seen on television on 
Sunday mornings talking about wildlife. 
He can also be found at Sidi Bou Rhaba 
taking groups around the reserve. 
Abdeslam, a former forester says 
Moroccans are just becoming aware of 
the importance of the environment. 
“Sidi Bou Rhaba is the first centre of its 
kind in Morocco. It is an area of

national and international importance 
for many migratory birds," he says. 

Not only does the reserve provide a 
home for thousands of European birds 
looking for a warm winter home, it 
provides a protected breeding ground 
for the threatened bird of prey - the 
marsh harrier. These birds breed in 
marshy areas and Sidi Bou Rhaba is an 
ideal site for them. Fourteen breeding 
pairs have already been spotted at the 
reserve. 

SPANA, with the co-operation of 
the national government, has opened 
an education 











centre at Sidi Bou Rhaba. Young people 
from nearby Rabat and as far afield as 
Casablanca will get their first chance to 
learn about their environment and the 
animals that live in it.

But SPANA 
environmental protection, it is best 
known for its work with draught 
(working) animals in Morocco, 
Algeria, Tunisia, and Jordan. In 
Morocco alone there are over 
three million horses, donkeys and 
mules working in the fields, 
mountains and cities. Many of . 
them are struggling to survive. 
But with dozens of SPANA staff f 
working all over Morocco, | 
these animals can look forward 
to a brighter future. 

Some Animal World readers 
will remember Andrew 
Prentis who used to write 
the vet column when he was 
veterinary director at the 
RSPCA's Putney animal 
hospital in London. Well 
now he's in charge of 
SPANA operations in 
Morocco. 

He spent six years at 
Putney but he says his 
experiences there did 
not prepare him for some of the 
suffering he now sees: "Some animals 
we treat are the saddest, thinnest, 
weakest, most abused and dirtiest 
collection of animals imaginable." 

To help, the charity offers free 
veterinary treatment and advice to the 
owners of sick and injured draught 
animals. Teams of veterinary staff travel 
to the souks (weekly markets) in towns 
and cities around the country giving 
medical attention to up to 300 animals 
a day. 

As well as treating the animals, it is 
important to show the owners how 
they can look after them properly says 
Andrew. "Sometimes these problems 
are caused by poverty but often the 
suffering is a result of ignorance. We 
find that the owners always welcome 
new ideas when they can see the 
obvious benefits," he says.

Help and advice 

Many of the problems that Andrew 
sees can be prevented from happening 
again, he says. “Horseshoes made from 
tyres are a familiar sight. These cause 
stress to joints leading to lameness. 
Poor harnesses cause pressure wounds 
and under-feeding leaves the animals 
sick and weak.”

SPANA also 
runs eight animal refuges in 
towns and cities including Tangier, 
Rabat and Marrakesh. The newest 


refuge is in the mountain town of Mdelt 


and it could not have been built 
without the help of the RSPCA. The 


Society provided over £13,000 - 75 per 


cent of the costs - to build the refuge. 
Before the Mdelt refuge was built, 
the region had no vet to care for the 
66,000 animals in the area. This is the 
first time that the animals living in and 


around Mdelt have been able to receive 


effective veterinary care. 


Animal wise 
Education forms an important part of 
SPANA's work. And it is another area 
where the RSPCA has been able to 
help out. Thanks to a grant of £15,000 
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from the Society's Overseas Fund, 
SPANA has been able to produce a 
teacher's education pack on animal 
welfare. The pack is to be used in all of 
the country's 6,000 primary schools. 
“If we can teach young people about 
the needs of animals, we will go a long 
way to improve animal welfare 
conditions in the future,” says Andrew. 
SPANA is 70 years old this year and 
there is still a lot of work to be done. 
But Andrew believes that great changes 
are possible. “Looking at some of the 
animals in Morocco, this is what 
it must have been like in the early 
days of the RSPCA. The situation 
must have seemed hopeless at first 
but it takes a long-term 
commitment to produce real and 
lasting change. SPANA will be here 
for many years to come,” he says. 
Jennifer Butt, head of international 
affairs at the RSPCA, says dozens of 
overseas charities like SPANA, benefit 
greatly by receiving donations from 
the Society’s Overseas Fund. “For a 
relatively small amount of money the 
RSPCA can make a big difference to 
animal welfare work overseas. There 
are many ways in which we can help, 
including providing funds for veterinary 
equipment and drugs, educational 
material and training,” she explains.
